Sons Of Veterans Renew Their Old Stone Arch Bridge Is County Landmark 


Stand Against Removal Of Plot

Would Not Aid Traffic* 
The discussion was brought about 
as a result of reports from M on­ 
day's m eeting of borough council at 
which council reported th a t a letter 
had been sent the sta te I>epartm ent 
of 
Highways noting 
th a t council 
wa*s still of the opinion th a t the cen­ 
ter plot should be removed 
C om m ander Rev. Willis R Doyle 
said th a t he and Past Com m ander 
D r Joseph H. Riley had prepared 
a statem ent giving again the posi­ 
tion of the cam p — th a t the center 
plot should be retained, th a t efforts 
should be continued to place a .statue 
of Lincoln there, and th a t in the 
opinion of the cam p rem oval of the 
center plot would cause more traffic 
d ig n it ie s th a n occur now.
